
County House Trail 

Users/Activities 

Length 2.0 miles, out and back 

County House Trail is a two-mile trail in the southwest quadrant of 

the city that extends from Stadium Blvd. at College Park Dr. to the 

MKT Trail at Twin Lakes Recreation Area. Once inside Twin Lakes 

Recreation Area the trail routes through the parking lot followed by a 

crushed limestone trail around the lake where it connects to the MKT 

Trail. No unauthorized motorized vehicles are allowed on the trail.  

The trail experiences heavy daily recreational and commuter use 

with increased traffic on weekends. 

 

The Average Grade of the trail is 1.0% 

The maximum grade on the trail is 8.4 % 

Trail Cross Slopes Between 0% — 2.0% 

The Average Tread Width of the trail is 120” 

The minimum tread width of the trail is 72” (select access areas have a 65” 

entry width due to safety bollards) 

The Trail Surface is a asphalt concrete and crushed limestone 

100% of the trail is firm. Crushed limestone trail from mm 0.0 to 0.5 and    

asphalt/concrete trail from mile marker 0.5 to 2.0. 

 

 

Temporary obstacles 

such as flooding, pooling water/mud, fallen trees or other debris, and cracks/ruts in the trail      

surface may have occurred. When precipitation occurs, slippery conditions may apply on all 

bridge surfaces.
